I devoid of foliage they can be moved 
in their bare roots with safety In 
the case of rose§, strip all the fol¬ 
iage off as soon as you dig and 
prune off the old wood. 

Deciduous fruit trees, grapes and 
roses shop'd be pruned now. Flow¬ 
ering deciduous shrubs such as li¬ 
lacs, bridal wreaths, flowering peaches 
etc., should not be pruned now, not 
until after they have bloomed in the 
spring. 

Next week I will talk about prun¬ 
ing, giving the method for trees, 
] roses, grapes and other deciduous 
plants. 

Hybrid tea roses are so called be¬ 
cause they bloom all through the 
spring, summer and fall months. 
These do particularly well on the 
Pacific Coast. The best roses be¬ 
long to this group and hence a wide 
range of color. The Columbia, 
which won the red ribbon at the 
county fair Dec. 5th, is a standard 
variety and a very beautiful garden 
rose, very free bloomer, flowers are 
large and perfect in form both in 
bud and blossom, a pleasing shade 
of rose pink, one of the most de¬ 
lightfully fragKint roses in existence. 
A hush of this variety should be in 
every garden in Sierra Madre. The 
plants can be obtained at Ward’s 
Nursery, also at Wilcox Nursery, 
Whittier Boulevard.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 

THE FUMIGATION BLUFF 

Who has a better right to turn bolshevik-than the 
fruit grower? Consider his woes—some of them. 

About every so often .comes an inspector with a little 
magnifying glass, looks oyer the orange or lemon trees, 
and says “fumigate.” He backs up his order by filling in 
a blank form telling all about the due process of law which 
will come down upon the head of those who do not obey. 

If the lot owner questions the inspector’s judgment 
about the need, he will take his little glass and show the 
bugs. He will find them on the citurs trees and likewise 
on the oleander, and maybe will add the nightshade weeds 
to the list for good measure. 

Mayhap the fruit grower knows the value of fumi¬ 
gation. He would do it anyway, with or without orders. 
He has his trees fumigated in the sublime faith that the 
law means what the county horticultural department says 
it does and that the neighborhood will be reasonably rid 
of the scale pests. 

Poor, trustful man! The fumigators do their work, 
collect and depart, but where? Not to the next lot where 
the trees are just as badly infested with citrus, pests. More 
likely a block down the street. The fruit grower may 
conclude they will return soon to that adjoining lot. May¬ 
be they do—after two or (three months. Like as not, they 
do not come at all. 

Nobody seems to know why the notices to fumigate 
are not enforced. Ask an officer and he passes the buck, 
referring you to some ofch$r official. 

In the meantime the bugs multiply from these un¬ 
fumigated breeding places, year after year, spreading to 
the property of fruit growers who fumigate either be¬ 
cause they know it is profitable, or because they believe 
the law was meant to be obeyed. 

Just why the taxpayers should pay for that kind of 
inspection and bug regulation is not easy to explain. If 
fumigation is to be optional with growers, why carry on 
the bluff of compulsory fumigation as such expense? 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

REAL SEEKERS FOR TRUTH 

President Coolidge, Secretary Hughes and others paid 
tribute to those indefatigable and patient seekers for truth 
who were recently brought together in Washington for the 
annual convention of the American Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science. 

It can.heardly.be denied that with a disinterestedness 
not matched by any other class, the true scientist ap¬ 
proaches every problem with an open mind, unfettered by 
prejudice. He has no ancient beliefs or superstitions to 
defend, no special cause to plead, no selfish interest to ad¬ 
vance. He tries at all times to define, so far as is humanly 
possible, the dividing line between fact and theory, al¬ 
though he deals with both. 

New theories are given respectful examination and if they 
can be proven they are assigned their places in the cata- 
gories of fact. And when the scientific world in general 
reaches an agreement in any matter, it is the best possible 
evidence of its truth. * 

In his address to the assembled scientists at Washing¬ 
ton, Secretary of State Hughes most appropriately said: 

“We need your interest in knowledge for its own sake; 
your ceaseless search for truth; your willingness to dis¬ 
card every disproved theory, however honored by tra¬ 
dition, while you jealously conserve every gain of the past.” 

While the scientific investigator, as a rule, receives 
meager material rewards in return for his services to 
mankind, most progress, both material and intellectual, has 
been primarily due to his labors. 

Without the leadership of inquisitive, investigating 
and indomitable minds, we should not have advanced far 
beyond the standards of tl^e cave man.

Surgeon General Cumming declares that the average 
span of life in America is now 15 years longer than it 
was in 1870, being now about 55 years. In the seventh 
century an average lifetime was only about 25 years, due 
to the tremendous infant mortality, while it was only 35 
years a century ago. If the appalling toll of death from 
accidents and crime could be reduced, several more years 
might be added to the average lifetime of this generation.

Christmas was celebrated by a brigade of “Christian” 
Chinese by rounding up 1,125 soldiers charged with looting 
and shooting them to death on a railroad bridge, their bod¬ 
ies falling into the river 30 feet below. These Chinamen 
are showing almost as much culture as was exhibited by 
white Christian nations during the world war.

Per¬ 
mission to use this land being grant? 
ed and with the. permission to use 
the land belonging to the city, the 
need of a survey was thus elimin¬ 
ated and that a gun club will soon 
be formed seems entirely probable. 

The government, it is understood, 
will furnish the arms and ammuni¬ 
tion for such a club providing the 
members maintain the range.
